ORDER NO. 68 190-—93 

Now Delhi, the 16th August, 1991 

S.O. 531(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 3 of the Imports and Exports (Control) 
Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following further amendment in the 
Import Trade Control Order No. 16| 90-93, dated the 
30‘h March, 1990 published under the notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Com¬ 
merce No S.O, 295(E). dated the 30th March, 1990, 
namely :— 

In the said order,—(1) in Open General Licence 
No. 16|90, after Condition No. (20), the following 
conditions shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(20-A) Ijr the case of cars, station wagons, 
jeeps, motorcycles, scooters, auto-cycles, 
mini-cars and inopeds referred to in serial 
No. 17 (hereinafter referred to as motor 
vehicle) of the Schedule, the persons eli¬ 
gible to import shall be;— 

(a) Indian nationals or foreign nationals of 
Indian origin returning to India for per¬ 
manent settlement; 


(b) Foreign nationals (including persons of 
Indian origin) married to Indian nationals; 

(c) Foreign nationals and foreign experts 
■working in India; 

(d) Branches!Offices of Foreign institutions 
(Corporate or otherwise); 

(e) Rupee Company having Foreign Collabo¬ 

ration; 

(f) Accredited Journalists or Correspondents 
of Foreign news agencies; 

(g) Air Companies; 

(h) Indian firms executing contracts abroad; 

(i) Charitable and missionary institutions; 

(j) Honorary consuls 0 : foreign Governments” 

Provided that .— 

(i) Remittance of foreign exchange from India 

towards payment of the cost, freight or in¬ 
surance will not be ullowcd; 

(ii) The Customs duty, for the motor vehicle 
which is leviable under the provisions of the 
Customs Act, 1962, is to be paid in. foreign 
exchange : Provided that employees of the 
Central Government, State Government or 
Public Sector Undertakings, who are posted 
in Indian Embassies|High Commissions ab¬ 
road or in foreign offices of public sector 
undertakings, may make the payment of 
Customs duty in Indian Currency; 

(iii) On arrival of the motor vehicle in India it 
should be got registered in the name of 
the importer; 

(iv) The ownership of the motor vehicle imported 
under categories B, L>, F, G, H and I of 
item 51A of Appendix 6 shall not be trans¬ 
ferred for five years from the date of im¬ 
portation without the written permission of 
the Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, 
New Delhi unless otherwise provided; 

(v) The importer is required to execute a Bond 
in the prescribed proforma for an amount 
equal to the Customs assessed C.I.F. value 
of the motor vehicle in favour of the Presi¬ 
dent of India at the concerned local Office 
of the Chief Controller of Import? & Ex¬ 
ports, undertaking to fulfil tho conditions 
applicable to import. The Bond should be 
supported by bank guarantee of a scheduled 
bank for the Customs assessed C.I.F. value 
of the motor vehicle against mortgage of the 
vehicle for the No sale period of five years 
or more as the case may be. The Bond shall 
be valid for a period of six years to be ex¬ 
tended or renewed for such further period as; 
may be required bv the concerned Office of 
CCI&E; 

(vi) Import of spares upto a C.I.F. value of 
Rs. 2,500 can be made alongwith the im- 
ix>rt of motor vehicle. 
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Special Conditions applicable to particular Category. 

(vii) Indian nationals or foreign nationals of Indian 
origin returning to India lor permanent settlement 
must have stayed abroad continuously for a period oi 
2 years and the motor vehicle has been purchased out 
of his own earnings abroad. Import of even new motor 
vehicle upto engine size 1400 cc can be made by 
Iudians under Transfer of Residence Rules subject to 
the condition that the puyment has been made abroad 
before returning to India. However, import of motor 
vehicle of engine size above 1400 cc will be subject 
to the condition that the vehicle has been in use of title* 
applicant at least for a period of one year prior to re¬ 
turn to India. The importer is required to furnish an 
affidavit in the prescribed proforma duly notarised. 
Import of a second motor vehicle will Ire allowed only 
after a minimum period of 5 years stay in India from 
the date of import of the first motor vehicle; 

(viii) Foreign nationals including persons of Indian 
original married to Indian Nationals coming to India 
for permanent settlement may import a motor vehicle 
only once as a gift from the parents and within a 
period of one year of the marriage or may import 
motor vechiJc only once if it was purchased out of 
his own foreign exchange earnings and the motor 
vehicle was in use before marriage and no motor 
vehicle has been imported under any other provision 
of the import policy; 

(ix) Foreign nationals including those of Indian 
origin employed in India in nublic or private sector 
will bo eligible to import a motor vehicle if the as¬ 
signment in India is for a minimum period of one 
year and subject to production of employer’s certifi¬ 
cate in original; 

(x) Self-employed foreign nationals will bo required 
to produce CencralJState Government certificate re¬ 
garding the naturp of profession and justification for 
import; 

(xi) Foreign experts coming tc India under Aid 
Programmes will be required to produce a certificate 
of assignment|employment from the concerned Gov¬ 
ernment Department giving general particulars, nature 
of woTk, likely tenure, particulars of aid programmes, 
purchase invoicefregistration certificate of ownership 
of the motor vehicle; 

fxii) In all cases mentioned at (ix). (x) and 
(xi) above import will be subject to the condition 
that except for a short visit abroad not exceeding 3 
months, the motor vehicle shall be re-exported or sold 
to the State Trading Corporation of India or to any 
other foreign national entitled to import a motor ve¬ 
hicle, when the importer leaves India, Provided that 
sale of the motor vehicle in th<» open market may be 
permitted bv the Chief Controller of Imports & Ex¬ 
ports, New Delhi subject to the condition that thp re¬ 
patriable value available to the foreigner not more 

gt.vt GT/91—: 


than the landed cast paid in foreign exchange after 
deducting depreciation at the fate applicable for tho 
purposes of Customs valuation. 

(xiii.) Branches Offices of Foreign institutions (Cor¬ 
porate or otherwise) will be eligible to import one 
motor vehicle (two if there are more than one branch) 
office in different towns) subject to the approval of 
the Government of IndiajReservc Bank of India for 
opening the branchjoifice in India. Import of a second 
motor vehicle may be allowed alter a lapse of five 
years from the date of importation of the first vehicle 
subject to the sale of first vehicle to the State Trading 
Corporation of India. 

(xiv) Indian Company having foreign collabora¬ 
tion will be eligible to import a motor vehiqle in cases 
where the collaboration agreement require employ¬ 
ment! visit °f foreign director or technical experts from 
time to time. The Chief Controller of Imports & Ex¬ 
perts, New Delhi may allow sale cf the motor vehicle 
after a period of ten years and the same shall be re¬ 
quired to be offered for sale first to the State Trad¬ 
ing Corporation of India; 

(xv) Accredited journalists or correspondents of 
foreign news agencies will be eligible to import motor 
vehicle subject to production of the recommendation 
of the Press Information Bureau, New Delhi and sub¬ 
ject to the condition of re-export or sale to the St arte 
Trading Corporation of India; 

(xvi) Air companies will be eligible to import motor 
vehicle subject (to the production of recommendation 
of the Ministry of Civil Aviation, New Delhi. Import 
will be subject to the condition of re-export or sale to 
State Trading Corporation of India; 

(xviii) Indian firms executing contracts abroad will 
be eligible to import motor vehicle on substantial com¬ 
pletion of the project and will be required to produce 
approval of Reserve Bank of India [ Government of 
India sanctioning contract and expenditure overseas 
for the purchase of the motor vehicle for the execution 
of the contract; 

(xviii) Indian companies having offices abroad will 
be eligible to import the motor vehicle in case their 
office is wound up in the foreign country subject to 
the production of the approval of the Reserve Bank 
of India towards purchase of the motor vehicle and a 
certificate that the motor vehiele has been in use of 
the company abroad for atleast one year before the 
winding up of the foreign office. 

(xix) Charitable and Mssionary institutions will be 
eligible to import motor vehicle as gift subject to the 
condition that the institution is an established one 
functioning for ithc common benefit of the community 
and subject to production of necessary clearance under 
the Foreign Contribution (Regulation) Act, 1976. 
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(xx) Honorary Consuls of Foreign Governments will 
fee eligible to import a motor vehicle subject to 
production of the specific recommendation of the 
Ministry of External Affairs. Import of second motor 
vehicle may be allowed after a minimum period of 
five years from the date of import of the first motor 
vehicle. The request for sale of the first motor vehicle 
in the open market may be considered by the Chief 
Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi in the 
eivent of permitting import of a second motor vehicle. 
Where an Honorary consul is changed during the 
period of five years, the new Honorary Consul shall 
not be allowed to import another motor vehicle but 
the motor vehicle Imported by his predecessor shall be 
transferred to the Honorary Consul with the prior 
approval of the Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports, New Delhi.”

16190, after Serial No. 16, the following serial number 
and entry relating thereto shall be inserted, namely :— 

“17. Cars, Station Wagons, jeeps, motorcycles, 
scooters, autocycles, mini cars and mopeds.”
